Lausche deplores the thought that 
segregation exists in

“ My belief is firm that in a few 
school districts of Ohio a wrong is 
being committed on 
Negro

dren,” he said in a statement is­ 
sued following filing of a suit in 
Cincinnati charging racial segre­ 
gation exists in Hillsboro schools. 
So far, the only Ohio city pub­

Canada: In the Middle 


Eskimo children learn of world beyond the barren Arctic.

OTTAWA- Canada is sending Its newest warship, the Labrador, 
largest ever built in the Dominion, on a tive-month patrol and scien­ 
tific research expedition to Arctic seas that surround the numerous 
Islands that form huge archipelagoes in Canada’s Far North. 
Constructed along lines of the United States Wind class of Ice­ 
breakers, the I abrador has innovations never before built into a Cana­ 
dian warsh p, 
Into her construction has gone lessons learned over 
years of Arctic exploration and survival. The big Arctic vessel is a 
veritable float, g laboratory of scientific equipment. 
With a length of 26$ feet and a 63-foot beam width, the Labrador 
has a deep draft of 29 feet Its ice-breaking hull structure is plated 
with specially rolled high-tensile steel plate one and five-eighths inches 
thick. 
Huge heeling tanks fitted 
along the sides will enable tons of 
w ater to be pumped from side to 
side and free the ship from entrap- 
ping ice. Stabilizers will minimize 
the ship’s roll in rough waters. The 
Labrador Is the most complicated 
naval vessel ever constructed in 
Canada, yet It is tile most com­ 
fortable and easiest to operate. 
Arctic navigation requires that 
the commnding officer or w’atch 
officer be able to maneuver the 
ship instantly, and the Labrador’s 
autom atic control system makes 
this possible.

NEARLY

mechanism is automatic, requiring 
only the pressing of a button or 
pulling of a lever. The Labrador 
can be '‘driven'’ from the bridge. 
Throttles th at can control the en­ 
gines can be operated from the 
wheelhouse or from either wing 
of the spacious bridge.

The Labrador, which was com­ 
missioned recently at Sorel, Que­ 
bec, where she was built by Marine 
Industries Limited, is commanded 
by Capt. Owen C. S. Robertson, 
veteran of World W ar II. The Arc­ 
tic w arrior has a crew of 24 offi­ 
cers and 204 men. 
This scientific voyage to the Arc­ 
tic represents the Canadian Navy’s 
first major effort to understand, 
^ control and patrol the Dominion's 
vast stretches of Arctic seas. The 
Labrador, and sim ilar vessels ex­ 
pected to join her in future years, 
will take over patrol and research 
work hitherto carried on primarily 
by the United States.

TEN SCIENTISTS on the Lab­ 
rador’s rn aden voyage will conduct 
research in hydrography, ©iconog­ 
raphy, cosmic ray research, me- 
4 teorology, geodesy, terrestrial mag- 
netism, md ice reconnaissance.

types of research Is carried on the 
vessel. On the decks are a 36-foot 
aluminum sound boat, two motor 
cutters, all specially designed and 
equipped for Arctic research, and 
two aluminum landing craft.

providing further ideal equipment 
for northern research and patrol. 
This is the first Canadian naval 
vessel other than aircraft carriers 
to have its own air squadron.

Bunks replace old-type ham­ 
mocks. Hot meals are served in a 
modern cafeteria, which at night 
doubles as a motion picture theater. 
Psychological problems of long 
months of Arctic isolation will be 
minimized, for the Labrador Is 
equipped with a modern hobby- 
shop, a library, barber shop, as 
well as reading and a recreation 
room.

NEW YORK (itv-When Ike and 
Mike Katz opened a new super 
drugstore in Memphis recently 
they sold $6,000 worth of p ara­ 
keets in three days. 
They also sold a pet skunk, a 
monkey, any num ber of goldfish, 
$4 ,100 worth of nylon stockings 
and 40 alligators. 
These may seem odd item s for 
a drugstore to stock, but they 
aren’t at all unusual for the two 
Katz brothers. Ike, now 75, and 
Mike, 67, long have been known 
as two of the greatest showmen 
in the field. 
They pioneered in discovering 
the importance of “ impulse busi­ 
ness.” 
“This means that when a cus­ 
tomer comes in a store to buy 
one thing,” Ike explained, “ he 
sees another 
thing—and 
buys 
that, too.

The brothers started 
with

fruit and candy store in K ansas j 
City 40 years ago and took in 
about $18 a day.

Operating on a m ass-sale, cut- 
rate principle, the brothers built 
up a chain of 32 super drugstores 
in Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, Okla­

Their stores stock 31,000 item s, 
ranging from a package of gum 
j to room air-conditioners. 
“ I got into the drugstore busi­ 
ness by accident.” recalled Ike.

WOODS HOLE, Mass (*> — New 
drugs to stop cancer are one pros­ 
pect from scientific searchings in­ 
to that tiny but potent engine of 
life—the living cell. 
The 
prospect 
is 
drugs 
which 
would prevent cancer cells from 
dividing and forming two new can­ 
cer cells 
Cancer is bad because 
cancer cells keep dividing and di­ 
viding without control. 
Chemicals which prevent some 
kinds of cell division are being 
produced here at the Marine Bi­ 
ological Laboratory by Dr. L. V. 
Heilbrunn, zoologist of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania. 
They will be tested this winter 
to 
see 
what 
effect 
they 
have 
against cancer in mice. The chem­ 
icals come, oddly enough, from the 
oaries of starfish, chickens, tur­ 
tles and dogs. 
Ovaries are the 
storehouses of the eggs for new 
animal life. 
The story concerns a main phase 
of Dr 
Heilbrunn’s researches — 
to learn what kind of engine is the 
living cell. 
The interior of a cell is fluid, 
mee of protoplasm. Studying cell 
division or splitting into new cells, 
Dr. Heilbrunn finds that a first 
step is for the cell to start clotting 
or gelling for a time. 
The clotting is apparently caused 
by the release of calcium into the 
cell. This 
calcium 
is 
normally 
bound up in the cortex or outer 
ring structure of the cell. 
And he finds that anything which 
can prevent the initial clotting ac­ 
tion inside the cell will also halt or 
prevent cell division. Therein lies 
the cancer clue. 
Cells, he reasons, are something 
like human blood in this clotting 
action initiated by calcium. One 
potent drug which thins- the blood 
and acts as an anti-clotting agent 
is heparin. Heparin can also halt 


cell division, but the molecule of 
heparin is too large to enter inside 
many kinds of cells. 
Then Dr. Heilbrunn discovered 
heparin-like chemicals in the ova­ 
ries of some kinds of fish. These 
substances also can prevent the 
initial clotting of a cell, and so 
halt cell division. 
One such extract was obtained 
from the ovaries of starfish. The 
starfish must release its eggs into 
the sea water in order for them 
to start dividing and growing to 
form 
a 
new 
starfish. 
While the 
eggs are still in the ovary, some 
chemical acts to keep them from 
dividing. 
This 
chemical 
was 
extracted 
from starfish ovaries. It will pre­ 
vent cell division in the eggs of a 
sea worm, chaetopterus. 
But

Life 
and health of a cell depend, then, 
upon the chemical reactions tak­ 
ing place among the colloid par­ 
ticles, and these reactions must be 
understood in order to understand 
the workings of the cell.

X-rays can stimulate the release 
of a heparin-like or antipclotting 
material in the cell, some tests 
show.

There it could help 
keep the blood fluid working per­ 
haps to prevent 
blood clots or 
formation of deposits which hard­ 
en arteries. This might be an ex­ 
planation why regular exercising 
is now being urged by some medi­ 
cal and other experts as a key to 
longer youthfulness and longevity.

Whitehorse, new capital of the 
Yukon, for example, grew from 
754 to 2,594 between 1941 and 
1951. 
Mining and hydro-electric poten­ 
tials are the challenging economic 
factors now turning Canadian eyes 
and efforts toward their northern 
frontier. 
Gold, which caused an 
American stampede to tile Yukon 
and Alaska at the turn of the cen­ 
tury, is still a big item of wealth.

STILL IN BUSINESS 
IN SPITE OF the scandals which were 
exposed in financial transactions of the 
Federal Housing Administration and t h e 
Reconstruction F i n a n c e Corporation, 
Washington is still in the banking business. 
In a period of two weeks 33 concerns, qual­ 
ifying as necessary small business enter­ 
prises, received loans—many for the max­ 
imum amount of $150,000. 
Some of these were joined with l o c a l 
money. Others were made directly from 
the Small Business Administration, which 
now has 743 loans in effect totaling $42 mil­ 
lion. 
It is interesting to note what these loans 
cover. A Kansas grain firm and a Chicago 
pen maker led the list of 33 businesses ob­ 
taining loans during the two weeks. Con­ 
struction companies, a pickle c o n c e r n , 
broom handle factory, a general merchant, 
meat processor and a fertilizer factory 
were on the list. 
In fact, it is hard to name a single type 
of business enterprise which isn’t included 
in the 700-plus loans. This is peanut financ­ 
ing in contrast to the former activities of 
the RFC, but it is government lending none­ 
theless. 
How many concerns were unable to ob­ 
tain local financing is not revealed. But 
many had local support to the extent that 
local money joined with the SBA in pro­ 
viding loans. It must be said in connection 
with the operations of this new lending 
agency that there will be less opportuity 
for scandal in maximum loans of $150,000 
than in single loans of this type of $100 
million or more. 


C A S E F O R F L U O R I D A T I O N 
FLUORIDATION of municipal w a t e r 
Bupply is a controversial issue in many 
communities. It has been argued volumi­ 
nously pro and con. Those in favor are cur­ 
rently citing experiences in New York 
State. 
Journal of the New York State Society of 
Medicine publishes papers contending that 
the technique is completely safe for adults 
and children and is effective in preventing 
tooth decay. 
A 10-year study of experiments at New­ 
burgh and Kingston, on the Hudson, d i s- 
closed that controlled fluoridation at New­ 
burgh resulted in 47 per cent less dental 
cavities in children than in Kingston which 
does not have fluoridation. And there were 
no harmful effects, it is contended. 
The study includes Colorado Springs and 
covers a history of 75 years. Water there 
has a natural fluoride content of 2.6 parts 
per million, a concentration twice t h a t rec­ 
ommended for optimum results. T h e r e 
have been no harmful effects at Colorado 
Springs that have been discernible. 
A thousand cities now drink water fluor- 


There are two views on the uncbnven- 
tionai weapons which have been developed 
during and since World War II. One is that 
they should be outlawed; the other is that 
they should be regarded as conventional 
weapons. 
Actually what is a conventional weapon? 
Was the long bow' unconventional w'hen it 
was developed? Was gunpowder unconven­ 
tional wiien it came from China into Eur­ 
ope? Is it logical to say that a TNT bomb 
is conventional and an atom bomb not? If 
25 TNT bombs, or any figure that might be 
developed, are equal to one atomic bomb, 
is it possible to make one moral and the 
other immoral? 
A definition of a conventional weapon 
could be one that wras used iii the last war. 
The older soldiers usually have to be got 
rid of before the next war starts because 
they often resist new' weapons which they 
call unconventional. 
This raises the further question as to 
whether any form of warfare is moral. For 
instance, is it more moral to starve a civil­ 
ian population by a siege than by the ex­ 
termination of life by a hydrogen bomb? 
Is a schnorkel submarine more evil than a 
battleship or a flattop? Is the use of false 
propaganda in war, w’hich corrupts the 
spirit of man, less harmful than maiming 
his body? If morality wrere to be aplied to 
wrar, there could be no war or only the im­ 
moral nation could triumph. 
These are practical problems because we 
are obviously going through a revolution in 
the weapons of w’ar w'hich ultimately must 
change all the relations among states. 
Way back in human history, w'hen man 
wTas more savage and life less organized, 
tribal wars were fought for total destruc­ 
tion of the enemy. The fighters were killed 
in battle and the victor put the old men, 
women and children to the sw'ord or t o o k 
them in bondage. The objective W'as t h e 
elimination of a race and often the war had 
the religious aspect of asserting the super­ 
iority of one god over another. 
Then man became civilized and placed 
limitations upon war. Professional armies 
fought w'ars in formation and tile civilian 
population wras untouched except by inci­ 
dental conflagrations or as hostages or 
slaves. However, as soon as nations be­ 
came more organized, w'ars often brought 
upon the civilian population food shortages 
and inflation of the currency. The * w'hole 
people was not destroyed, nevertheless, 
and nations survived even after they w'ere 
conquered. 
The Jew’s, for instance, were conquered 
by the Romans but the destruction of the 
Temple and the horrors of the Diaspora did 
not destroy them, evidence of w'hich is the 
existence of the new state of Israel on the 
site of David’s kingdom. 
Now we are returning to wars of total de­ 
struction. The next wrar, using what wre 
now call unconventional weapons, can re­ 
sult in the complete extermiation of a 
people and the obliteration of an area. Foot 
soldiers, even for holding purposes, may 
become useless. The entire civilian popula- 
I tion, old w'omen and babes in arms, can be 
wiped out the same as those w'ho fly in 
planes or operate guided missiles.

The group in favor of the pres- I 
ent law won a hard-worded victory 
over th*? other faction in city coun-1 
cil during the Summer.

Ralph Wallace urged council to I 
make its stray dog restrictions 
year-round instead of lifting them 
each Fall.

IN THE background of the con­ 
troversy is possibility that anti­ 
rabies inoculation for all dogs will 
be made compulsory. Many offi­ 
cials are on record in favor of such 
an idea, although not all of them 
believe it would be an easy law to 
enforce. 
Meanwhile, within the past IO 
years, America has showm a tre­ 
mendous increase in having dogs 
as pets and for sport. 
According to a survey recently 
completed by the Gaines Dog Re­ 
search Center in New York, there 
are 22.5 million dogs in the United 
States today, and about one-third of 
them are purebred. 
Seventeen m i l l i o n families, 
roughly 40 percent of all Ameri­ 
can homes, now own one or more 
dogs. 
In all phases of dog activities, 
1953 not only maintained the high 
figures established in ’52 but in 
most cases hit new peaks.
